A CAMPAIGN to 
save schools from 
closure has been 
boosted after district 
councillors rejected 
plans to reorganise 
education. 

Members of Forest 
Heath District Council 
voted almost unan¬ 
imously to oppose 
Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil’s moves to close 
middle schools and a 
Newmarket primary 
school. 

They also asked officials to 
look into the possibility of a 
legal challenge to stop the 
county council. 

The county wants to scrap 
the present three-tier educa¬ 
tion system and replace it 
with a two-tier one which will 
mean the closure of all 
middle schools - including 
two in Newmarket, two in 
Mildenhall and one in 
Brandon. 

The proposals are being 
opposed by parents and some 
teachers. 

In Newmarket there has 
been a major campaign to 
save the town’s Paddocks 
Primary School and the two 
middle schools. It has 
included a protest march and 
children recording their own 
protest song. And earlier this 
week pupils at some of the 
affected schools posted letters 
to the county council. 

Cllr Ruth Allen, one of the 
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leaders of the protest, said: 
“What we are being offered is 
not better than the present 
schools, and the county coun¬ 
cil needs to go back to the 
drawing board.” 

Cllr Tony Wheble, who 
represents a Mildenhall 
ward, branded the county’s 
current consultation process 
as “diabolical” and “disgust¬ 
ing”. 

He said: “How can we stop 
some idiot at the county 
council doing this without 
our support?” 

The Conservative-con¬ 
trolled district council’s 
stance puts it in direct 
opposition to members of the 
same political party who hold 
the majority at the county 
council. 

Cllr Susan Honeyford said: 
“To close successful schools 
does not seem to be a 
Conservative way forward.” 

A total of 21 district 
councillors voted to reject the 
county’s plans. Only Cllr Lisa 
Chambers, who is also a 
member of the county 
council’s Cabinet, abstained 
from voting. 

Although the county coun¬ 
cil voted in March 2007, to 
switch to a two-tier system 
across Suffolk, county off¬ 
icials at the special district 
council meeting insisted that 
the closures were not a “done 
deal”. 

The consultation period for 
the switch runs until Monday

must obey Asbo 


RESIDENTS are hoping 
for a quiet Christmas after 
a teen terror was handed 
an Asbo. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ 
imposed the anti-social 
behaviour order on rowdy 
Reece Groombridge, 16. 
The court heard he had 
been responsible for a 
spate of incidents in Bur- 
well and although his 
family have recently 
moved out, the village is 
still one of his haunts. 

Anti-social behaviour in 
the village has been tar¬ 
geted as a policing priority 
at successive neighbour¬ 
hood panel meetings. 

About 100 residents also 


attended a public meeting 
about the scourge on Nov¬ 
ember 6, with local MP 
James Paice. 

As a result the district 
and parish councils, police, 
office of Young Persons 
and Children’s Services 
and Sanctuary Hereward 
have been working tog¬ 
ether on an action plan. 

Joan Lonsdale, chair of 
Burwell Parish Council, 
said: “Anti-social beha¬ 
viour is simply not wel¬ 
come in Burwell. We are 
addressing this in two 
ways. Firstly, we intend to 
communicate what there is 
for young people to do in 
Burwell, and at the same 


time convince residents 
that young and old can co¬ 
exist happily 

“Secondly, we will sup¬ 
port enforcement action, 
such as this Asbo, when it 
is appropriate. I hope this 
will make a significant 
contribution to improving 
our village environment. 

“I hope Reece will 
respond positively to the 
order, and see it as a tur¬ 
ning point in his life. The 
consequence of failing to 
comply can be serious. 
Breach of an Asbo is a 
criminal offence, and can 
result in a significant 
financial penalty, or imp¬ 
risonment.” 


Brian Tully, ASB Co¬ 
ordinator for East 
Cambridgeshire Commu¬ 
nity Safety Partnership, 
said: “Asbos are designed 
to be preventative, not 
punitive. All we want is to 
bring an end to the ep¬ 
isodes of anti-social beh¬ 
aviour for which he has 
been responsible, which 
have disrupted life for 
residents of Burwell.” 

Groombridge’s two-year 
Asbo bans him from being 
found in possession of, or 
consuming, alcohol in a 
public place outside and 
from being verbally or 
physically abusive towards 
PCSOs.

He has also been banned 
from engaging in any 
behaviour which causes 
nuisance, harassment, 
alarm or distress to others, 
or is threatening, abusive 
or insulting to others, in 
Burwell.

Traffic problems prompt 
call to halt junction work 


A LAST-MINUTE plea 
has been made to halt 
the controversial re¬ 
vamp of a busy road 
junction. 

Newmarket town coun¬ 
cillors have appealed to 
Suffolk County Council, the 
roads authority, to think 
again before starting work 
next month on major 
changes to the town’s 
Clocktower junction. 

The town council has 
raised safety issues about 
the scheme which will not 
have any dedicated crossing 
points for pedestrians. 

Members of the town 
council also want the county 
to sort out problems with 
traffic lights in the first 
phase of the scheme which 
is already operational and 
has been blamed for causing 
traffic hold-ups. 

Work on the Clocktower 
junction - a mini round¬ 
about where five roads 
currently meet - is due to get 
under way on January 5. 

It is part of a £600,000 
scheme which the county 
council says will improve 
safety. 

But Cllr Warwick Hirst, 
former mayor of New¬ 
market, said a safety 
assessment carried out by 
consultants for the county 
council raised concerns 
about the lack of clear 
crossing points for ped¬ 
estrians. 
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Cllr Hirst said the docu¬ 
ment, which he obtained 
through the Freedom of 
Information Act, recom¬ 
mended that proper crossing 
points should be included in 
the scheme. 

“We’re asking that no 
more work is done until the 
county council has address¬ 
ed these issues,” he said. 

County council safety 
engineer Rod Sore told the 
town council earlier this 
year that the lack of 
crossing points was an idea 
from Holland where “shared 
space” roads were a common 
feature and motorists were 
ready to take care. 

Cllr Hirst said: “It’s hard 
to think in a democratic 
society that this can be 
imposed on a town.” 

He said that residents 
were fed up with the traffic 
problems which have 
followed the first stage of 
the scheme. It included 
changes to traffic lights and 
junctions between Fred 
Archer Way, Exeter Road 
and Fordham Road. 

“Everyone I speak to in 
the town complains about 
the dreadful traffic,” he said. 

Engineers have been 
called back several times to 
adjust the timing of the 
traffic lights.

Cannabis ‘factory’ a 
potential fire hazard

ILLEGAL drug pro¬ 
ducers could have 
sparked a serious fire 
when they tapped 
into the electricity 
supply at a house 
converted into a 
cannabis “factory”. 

Police who raided the 
house at Cavenham, near 
Mildenhall, on Tuesday, 
discovered more than 400 
plants in various stages of 
growth. 

But they also found 
bare wires had been used 
to by-pass the electricity 
meter to provide the 
power needed to operate 
the equipment needed to 
grow the plants. Suffolk 
police said they had not 
calculated the street value 
of the drugs, but it is 
thought to be more than 
£50,000. 

Acting chief inspector 
Derek Wilding, police 
commander for the Forest 
Heath District, said: “This 
factory was discovered by 
the landlord of the 
property, and factories are 
also often detected after 
suspicions are raised by 
members of the local 
community. We are 
appealing for everyone’s 
help in cracking down on 
this illegal practice. 

“These premises are a 
danger not only because 



the drugs that are grown 
will then be sold on our 
streets, but also because 
the premises themselves 
can potentially be a 
hazard. 

“It is often the case that 
the electricity supply has 
been tapped into by these 
criminals, with exposed 
wiring to bypass the 
meter. 

“In this case the energy 
company has told us it 
was one of the most 
dangerous factories they 
have seen, and had the 
potential to set light to the 
property and 

neighbouring houses.” 


In June, illegal Chinese 
immigrant Mei Wang was 
jailed for three years after 
police discovered a haul of 
cannabis with a street 
value of £100,000 at his 
home in Teversham. 

In March, cannabis 
plants worth £108,000 
were seized from a 
property in Willingham, 
and a 14-year-old Viet¬ 
namese boy was arrested 
after officers seized more 
than 700 plants from a 
house in Station Road, 
Littleport, in February 

Police estimated the 
street value of the plants 
at £130,000.

Help to track down illegal growers 


SUFFOLK police have issued the 
following tips to help spot a cannabis 
factory: 

■ The windows of the property are 
permanently covered from the inside. 

■ Visits to the property occur at unusual 
times of the day or night. 

■ People often do not live in the premises 
and only visit to maintain them. 

■ There may be a vent protruding 
through the roof or a rear window. 


■ There may be a pungent smell coming 
from the premises. 

■ There may be noise coming from the 
equipment, such as cooling fans. 

■ A large amount of pots and lights may 
be moved into the premises when the 
factory is set up. 

■ In terraced houses, shared walls may 
appear wet to the touch. 

■ Large amounts of soil and pots in back 
gardens

We have rejected this parking 
permit scheme once before 


Sir, As a resident of a street that may be 
affected by the proposed parking permit 
scheme, I feel the current situation of 
having few parking controls works well 
and it is felt that there are no burning 
issues with parking in the close vicinity 
(Parking permit bid takes one step 
forward, Newmarket Weekly News 
December 4) 

Such a hypothetical scheme, if 
operational during the day, is not 
required as many residents who 
commute by car may be parked in 
another town altogether. Furthermore 
plans that would not guarantee an 
allocated space and may require 
residents to in part fund it through 
permit fees is not wanted at any time but 
even less during a downturn in the 
economy. 


You kindly published similar objections 
sent to you in May and readers may be 
interested to learn that on that occasion 
- as now - local councillors were also 
copied in. Sadly for a group including 
Councillor Millar who “would like to see 
residents engaged about what they 
want” they, along with the residents who 
are interested in these plans, failed to 
respond. 

Given that, the scheme has already been 
rejected once through democratic 
means and those elected to represent us 
have failed to respond to recent 
challenges. 

Some might consider that this continual 
biting of the cherry may be seen in some 
quarters as a possible disregard of the 
democratic process and perhaps shows 
some lack of respect to the electorate. 


If input from “experts” about the 
conditions of parking around the area in 
question are still required by the “Car 
Czars”, an idea proposed by a local 
resident worth considering would be as 
follows: a scheme that is free, workable 
and can be implemented quickly with 
few controls or paperwork. 

The beauty is that such a scheme 
already exists, is in use and, if kept, 
would reduce the burden on the hard- 
pressed taxpayer. 

Any savings could then be passed on to 
reduce charges in existing car parks in 
the town and thus reduce the pressure 
on street parking.

MEMORY LANE 
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Air force homes 
to flood market

HUNDREDS of empty 
homes are about to flood 
the housing market after 
the end of a lease 
agreement with the 
American Air Force. 

Many of the homes, on 
Newmarket’s Studlands Park 
estate and in nearby Soham, 
have been empty for months 
after US personnel moved out. 

The houses, built around 30 
years ago to provide homes for 
US Air Force personnel 
stationed at the Mildenhall and 
Lakenheath bases, are no 
longer needed by the American 
military 

A lease agreement with the 
US authorities comes to an end 
at the end of this month and 
the homes will revert to their 
owners - many of them 
individual investors who 
bought them for rent. 

People living near the homes 
have been concerned that they 
were vulnerable to vandalism 
and theft and have been 
pressing for action to get them 
occupied again. 

Richard Spring, MP for West 
Suffolk, met council officials to 
demand action over the homes. 

Now local estate agents are 
advertising many of the homes, 
which range from two-bedroom 
to four bedroom, at prices from 
£550 per month for rent or 
£125,000 to buy. 

There are around 300 empty 
homes in Newmarket and 
around 100 in Soham. 

Cllr Bob Cole, who represents 
Studlands Park on Newmarket 
Town Council, said: “As far as 
I’m concerned it’s a positive 
move. 

“It will be nice after Christ¬ 


mas to see people move in. It’s 
got to be better than having a 
lot of empty houses with 
nothing going on.” 

He said some of the homes 
had been empty for more than 
six months and residents had 
been concerned about vandal¬ 
ism. 

Martin Davidson, land 
director of Persimmon Homes 
Anglia, said: “We do not own the 


homes. Our only involvement is 
as maintenance contractor. 

“After they are handed back 
on December 31, the owners 
can do what they like with 
them.” 

He said Persimmon was 
obliged to carry out any 
required maintenance on the 
homes before they were handed 
back and repair any damage.

Trainers criticised for 
parking on pavements 


RACEHORSE trainers 
have come under fire for 
parking their four-wheel- 
drive vehicles on the 
pavement while watching 
their horses at exercise.

Cllr Bill Burch said the 
issue should be taken up 
by the police and those 
responsible should be 
“firmly” dealt with. 

Cllr Chris Turner, the 
mayor, said the council 
would leave the issue for 
Cllr Fletcher to take up 
with the trainers and 
report their response to a 
subsequent meeting.

A £4.5 MILLION new 
laboratory has been 
created in an old stable 
yard. 

Quotient Bioresearch, 
which works on drug 
development and provides 
drug testing services for 
sports including 
horseracing, has created 
the new 19,000 sq ft 
laboratory at Fordham. 

The company says the 
result is one of the largest 
laboratories of its kind in 
the world. 

The project involved the 
conversion of a former 
stables building to create 
14,000 sq ft of high tech 
bioanalytical laboratories 
and the re-development of 
other buildings to create a 
new 5,000 sq ft 
microbiology facility. 

Work started in April and 
was completed on time 
and within budget at the 
end of October. 

The first phase created the 
microbiology laboratories 
which have moved from 
central London. A team of

Paul Cowan, chairman and 
chief executive officer of 
Quotient Bioscience - 
Quotient Bioresearch’s 
parent company- said: 
“The development of the 
site at Fordham marks a 
significant milestone in the 
Quotient Group’s 


expansion plans, creating 
state of the art 
microbiology labs and one 
of the world’s largest 
bioanalytical facilities to 
meet the demands of our 
business across drug 
development and sport.” 
Now all the building work 
has been completed,

He learned to swim at the 
pool and later became a 
member of the pool staff and 
taught others to swim there. 
Now retired, he and his wife 
still use the pool. 

Mr Ginder said: “When I 
was a boy I used to go up 
there most days in the 
summer holidays. I would get 
there early in the morning to 
help the old chap clean the 
place and me and the local 
lads would take sandwiches 
with us and stay all day. 

“The pool was a huge 
leisure and social attraction 
and in its heyday the annual 


gala was a real calendar 
highlight and it used to 
attract hundreds of people. 

“I was a member of the 
swimming club for years and 
when I was older I went on to 
become a lifesaving teacher 
and examiner and then a 
lifeguarding trainer and 
assessor. 

“I will always look back on 
the Newmarket pool with 
affection and have many 
great memories of happy 
hours spent there.” 

Mark Hall, who chairs 
Newmarket and District 
Swimming Club, said: “Our 
club has existed for 90 years 
and we have been using the 
pool since 1938, shortly after 
it opened in 1936 when it was 
just open-air. 

“We currently have over 
100 members but once we can 
start using the new pool for 
training and galas we are 
hoping to increase our 
membership to become one 
of the biggest clubs in 
Suffolk.” 

Swimmers can use Milden- 
hall pool until the new 
Newmarket pool opens. An 
official opening date has yet 
to be announced.

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Tributes to founder of football club 



TRIBUTES have been paid to the 
founder of a village football club who 
has died aged 92. 

Roger Fuller, who set up Burwell Swifts 
in 1930 at the age of just 14, passed 
away at Addenbrooke’s Hospital, in 
Cambridge, on November 25 after a 
long illness. 

Mr Fuller, born and bred in Burwell, 
had become frustrated with the lack of 
opportunities to play with the village 
men’s team after he left school, so he 
set up the Swifts with his brother, 
Richard, who later became a 
professional footballer with Charlton 
Athletic and Port Vale. 

Mr Fuller, the village butcher during his 
working days, was honoured by the 
Football Association for his amazing 
long service record in 1990, which saw 
him serve as club chairman for more 
than 30 years. 

He was also chairman of the parish 
council for 16 years - stepping down 
when he was 81 - vice-chairman of the 
village cricket team and was heavily 
involved with Burwell Methodist 
Church. 

Dave Robertson, the Swifts’ chairman, 
said: “He was active in every part of 
community life. There was no prouder 
man in Burwell when we clinched the 
Cambridgeshire league title in 1982. 
“Even in his retirement home, he 
maintained his interest in the club and 
we sent him match reports every 
week.” 

Cllr Hazel Williams, who represents 
Burwell on East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said he was a “pillar of 
the community”. 

He is survived by his two daughters, 
four grandchildren and a great- 
granddaughter.

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Economic downturn now felt 
‘in all sectors of the industry’ 


SPENDING at Newmarket’s 
Tattersalls racehorse sales has 
continued to fall. 

But over the year nearly £176 
million was spent at the sales - 
the fourth highest turnover in the 
history of the company which 
dates back to 1766. 

The final sale of the year, the 
December Mare Sale, finished 
last week with 610 horses sold 
over four days for £35 million. 

But the amount of cash spent is 
less than half the total from the 
same sale in 2007 when £73 
million was paid for 762 horses. 
Average prices were also 
significantly lower with this year’s 
average £57,415 compared with 
£95,923 last year. 

Edmond Mahony, chairman of 
Tattersalls, said: “2008 has been 
a year of stark contrasts. The 
Tattersalls year began with record 
breaking sales in February and at 
both the Craven and Guineas 
Breeze Up Sales despite a sense 
of disquiet surrounding the 
economic outlook. 

“The July Sale, although solid,

did not match the levels of recent 
years and as the sheer scale of 
the economic upheavals became 
apparent the Autumn sales season 
was approached with a degree of 
apprehension. Fortunately, 
throughout the 2008 sales season 


the contribution from our 
overseas buyers has been 
outstanding, but the implications 
of a mismanaged domestic 
economy have been very evident. 
“The industry has experienced a 
prolonged period of 
unprecedented growth since the 
last downturn in the early 1990s 
with sales turnover at Tattersalls 
growing by almost six times 
between 1992 and 2007. The key 
now is to adjust as quickly as 
possible to the prevailing market 
conditions. 

“The combined British and Irish 
foal crops are at an all-time high 
driven by the sustained growth of 
recent years and the 2008 sales 
season has illustrated graphically 
that the market is unable to 
absorb the numbers. 

“This is an observation which we 
made last year and that was after 
a record breaking December Sale. 
“The need for adjustment is now 
rather more pressing, with the 
impact of the downturn being felt 
in all sectors of the industry.”

VITAL improvements to a 
notorious stretch of road have 
taken a step forward. 

The proposals to upgrade nine miles 
of the All between Barton Mills and 
Thetford have been under discussion 
for nearly 20 years. 

But Geoff Hoon, the Transport 
Secretary, announced last month that 
cash was available for the work - expec¬ 
ted to cost between £106 million and 
£147 million. 

Now details of the scheme have gone 
on display at Barton Mills and Elveden 
village halls, with a 13-week consult¬ 
ation period running until February. 
Draft orders for the project - a 
procedural move - have also been 
published. 

The present single-carriageway 
stretch has been the scene of numerous 
fatal and serious injury crashes. 

Work is scheduled to start in autumn 
2010, but it could be six months earlier 
if a public inquiry is deemed un¬ 
necessary. 

Most major road schemes are the 
subject of a public inquiry to consider 
any objections. 

However, Newmarket MP Richard 
Spring, who has been pressing the case 
for the improvements, said: “We do not 
want a public inquiry. All the stake¬ 
holders, including councils, the East of 
England Regional Assembly and East of 
England Development Agency, are keen 
for it to go ahead.” 

He said issues related to the Fiveways 
roundabout, at Barton Mills, could be 
resolved without the need for an 
inquiry. 

It has been argued that the round¬ 
about should be replaced with a “grade 
separated” junction.

But Roger Hawkins, Highways 
Agency project manager, said such a 
junction would add £50 million to the 
cost of the scheme. 

The roundabout will be upgraded as 
part of the project, with three lanes all 
the way round and changes to 
junctions. 

He said traffic forecasts indicated the 
roundabout would offer sufficent 
capacity to last until 2029. 

The scheme will mean the closure of 
some existing junctions including the 
C616 Thetford road from Mildenhall and 
the B1112 crossroads. The B1112 will 
pass under the new dual carriageway, 
but will no longer have a junction with 
the road. 

The route has been designed to 
reduce impact on nature reserves and 
important habitats for animals and 
birds, including the rare stone curlew. 

Work is due to take two years to 
complete and will mean the entire 
length of the All is dual carriageway.

Jewellery: The perfect present 
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Creative toys make best gifts 


ALL too often, 
parents spend a 
fortune on toys that 
are a hit on 
Christmas Day - and 
are never played 
with again. 

In fact, new research 
has found that 14 per cent 
of parents say certain 
toys were played with 
only on Christmas Day 
last year, a further 40 per 
cent were played with 
just a few times, and 17 
per cent just once every 
couple of months. 

The main reasons 
parents gave for such toy 
neglect were that their 
child got easily bored 
with the toy (43 per cent), 
or there were limited 
things they could do with 
it (34 per cent). 

The top neglected toys 
last Christmas were 
puzzles (21 per cent), 
cuddly toys (14 per cent), 
computer consoles and 
games (13 per cent), the 
latest gadget (11 per cent), 
and dolls or action figures 
(11 per cent). 

The research, 

commissioned by Lego 
UK, suggests that 
neglected toys cost UK 
parents and gift givers a 


total of £75 million a year. 

But how can parents 
avoid wasting money on 
toys which will be no 
more than a one-day 
wonder? 

Lego asked parents 
what makes their child 
play with some toys 
rather than others, and 
nearly a third said toys 
that fared best were those 
that allowed children to 
use their imagination. 

Other well-used toys 
were those that grabbed 
children’s attention (21 
per cent), interactive 
products (19 per cent), 
and toys that could be 
played with in different 
ways (17 per cent). 

Such toys, including 
creative sets, dressing up 
outfits, construction sets 
and musical toys, were 
shown in the research to 
be the gifts least likely to 
be neglected. 

“This research shows 
that the toys which draw 
on the imagination and 
encourage creativity are 
most likely to be played 
with again and again,” 
says Pat Broadhead, 
professor of playful 
learning at Leeds 
Metropolitan University 

“Toys like Lego bricks 
and dressing up materials 


offer unlimited 

possibilities to children, 
allowing them to let their 
imaginations flow freely 

“This kind of creative 
play can be extremely 
beneficial in helping 
children to develop.” 

But while creative toys 
may help children’s 
development, they’re not 
necessarily what they 
want for Christmas. 

Certainly, the only 
official prediction of 
Christmas bestselling 
toys - the Toy Retailers 
Association Dream Toys 
Top 12 list - doesn’t 
include many creative 
toys. 

Instead, there’s a 
tendency towards music, 
film and TV-inspired toys, 
like the Star Wars Clone 
Trooper Voice Changer 
mask, the High School 
Musical 3 Musical Dance 
Mat and the Ben 10 
Deluxe Omnitrix, a wrist- 
strapped device packed 
with lights, sounds, game 
play and full-screen 
characters. 

The Omnitrix contains 
“no creativity 

whatsoever”, says Gary 
Grant, chairman of the 
Toy Retailers Association 
(TRA), but is valuable as 
a toy because children

lose themselves in an 
imaginary world when 
they play with it. 

“That in itself is an 
important part of 
growing up and playing,” 
Grant says. 

“Different toys have 
different uses, and I 
would say that the 
majority of toys in the 
Top 12 list are very likely 
to be toys that will 
continue to be played 
with long after 
Christmas has gone.” 

“It’s hard to say no 
sometimes,” says Lucy 
Edington, acting chief 
executive of the 
parenting charity 
Parentline Plus. 

“But it’s so important 
to budget and work out 
what you can reasonably 
afford, and not feel under 
pressure to spend, spend, 
spend and get into debt.” 

The charity has drawn 
up a list of beating pester 
power tips for parents, 


including: 

■ Don’t feel guilty for not 
having a bottomless 
purse. It helps to be 
honest and explain what 
you think is value for 
money and affordable. 

■ Don’t say yes unless 
you mean it - if you’re 
put on the spot, tell them 
you’ll think about it. 

■ Help them to see they 
can’t have everything 
they want, and ask them 
to list presents in order of 
preference with a limit of 
five. 

■ Try to get someone to 
look after the kids when 
you go shopping. 

■ When you say no, mean 
it - if your kids know 
that you’ll cave in, they’ll 
keep nagging. 

■ Agree tactics with your 
partner or ex, and stick 
to them. 

■ When you say no, it 
may help to talk to your 
child about why - but be 
firm so you don’t end up 


haggling with them. 

■ Look for a compromise, 
like sharing the cost, 
combining birthday and 
Christmas presents, or 
clubbing together for 
something expensive 
rather than buying 
individual presents. 

Remember that chil¬ 
dren change their minds 
every week with new 
crazes. 

“Parents shouldn’t feel 
that they have to buy the 
latest expensive toy for 
their child,” warns 
Edington. 

“Some toys are more 
gimmicky than others, 
and it can be very 
upsetting to see the toy 
you’ve spent so much 
money on being cast 
aside and rarely or never 
played with again. 

“It’s hard to say no to 
your child, but saying no 
can teach them that they 
can’t always have 
everything they want.”

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Ex-PoWs ‘deserve an 
apology from Japan’ 


Ex-prisoners ‘should 
forgive and forget’

A JAPANESE professor 
who lectures on her 
country’s role in the 
Second World War says 
Cambridgeshire’s 
former prisoners of 
war deserve a full apol- 
ogy for the way they 
were treated. 

Prof Tomoyo Nakao, who 
teaches at Okayama Uni¬ 
versity in Japan, has inter¬ 
viewed many ex-prisoners 
about the cruelty they suff¬ 
ered at the hands of her 
countrymen. 

Many hundreds of men 
from the Cambridgeshire 
Regiment were locked up by 
the Japanese army in Sing¬ 
apore prison camps in the 
early 1940s, and were beaten, 
starved and forced to work 
as slaves building the 
Burma railway. 

Last week, some of the 
surviving veterans spoke 
about how they had never 
received a “proper” apology 
from the Japanese govern¬ 
ment or Japan’s emperor - 
and claimed they probably 
would never get one.

Prof Nakao, who has vis¬ 
ited Cambridge to speak to 
former prisoners and has 
written a book about the 
issue of reconciliation, said: 
“There are young ones as 
well as veterans who are 
concerned. 

“I teach my students 
about the PoW issue, and I 
quite agree that the PoWs 


have not been given proper 
words of apology. 

“I have just published a 
book about the failure of 
post-war Japan-Anglo recon¬ 
ciliation, in which I tried to 
explain why those Japanese 
‘apologies’ issued by our 
prime ministers and emp¬ 
eror were not sufficient, and 
did not work, in spite of the 


fact that the Japanese are 
made to believe - by some 
books and in the media - 
that they were successful.” 

She added: “One of my 
students told me that after 
we discussed the issue in 
class, she had come to 
understand the importance 
and weight of the word of 
apology. 

“She said to me: ‘I do 
believe that we need to 
apologise, and that we know 
what we are apologising for.’ 

“It sounds easy but I know 
it is difficult. However, it is 
most necessary to do so. 
And it is important that we 
do not simply issue an 
apology, but that we make 
an effort to obtain forgive¬ 
ness in the real sense of the 
word.” 

Prof Nakao said: “In 
Japan, many are made to 
believe that reconciliation 
has been achieved, and that 
the PoWs are now satisfied. 
For me, that is hard to 
believe.” 

She is a member of the 
International Oral History 
Association and has just 
started a website focusing 
on dialogue between the UK 
and Japan - http://powow. 
asia 


VETERAN Len Baynes has 
urged fellow ex-prisoners to 
“forgive and forget” the 
Japanese atrocities of the 
war. 

Mr Baynes, who will be 90 in 
February, was an inmate of 
the notorious Changi prison 
camp, and was forced to 
work in the jungle on the 
Burma railway, which claimed 
the lives of thousands of 
British captives. 

He said: “We are a Christian 
country, and we should 
forgive and forget. I myself try 
to do so, and I have even 
welcomed Japanese people 
to my home.” 

In a letter to our sister paper, 
the Cambridge News, he said: 
“I regret that some of my 
fellow ex-Japanese PoWs are 
still trying to keep alive the 
resentment of 60-odd years 
ago. 

“They forget that we here live 
in glass houses. My father 
remembered the Boer War, 
when our own atrocities 
exceeded those of the 
Japanese, a little over a 
century ago. The British 
fancied that land of minerals 
such as gold and diamonds, 
occupied only by Dutch 
farmers who had no army. We 
sent a few regiments of our 
‘invincible’ soldiers, in their 
resplendent scarlet uniforms, 
to occupy the land of South 
Africa. 

“We invented concentration

camps, where we 
incarcerated the women and 
children, and many thousands 
of them died 
through malnutrition and 
disease. 

“Did the Dutch hold this 
against us? No; they fought 
alongside of us against the 
Germans in two world wars. 
“Did any of our monarchs ever 
say ‘Sorry’? Not that I know 
of. 

“Did we pay the Boers any 
compensation? No. 

“The Japanese culture in 
those days was violent, but 
the war changed it. 

“They are now mostly a 
delightful folk to know.”

New Ka is far more glamorous 


YOU’VE probably noticed 
the trend for cars to be 
replaced with increasing 
regularity - three or four 
years is now the norm if 
you want to stay 
competitive. 

With that in mind consider the 
humble Ford Ka. When all around 
it in the Blue Oval’s stable has 
been replaced many times over 
since the city runabout’s 1996 
launch, save for a few minor 
cosmetic tweaks Ford’s low cost 
urban mover hasn’t changed a bit. 
If there was any car that 
epitomised the “If it ain’t broke, 
don’t fix it” mantra it was the Ka. 

Trouble was, the Ka was so good 
at its job that Ford was reluctant to 
“fix it” and introduce something 
new that would genuinely move 
the game forward. However, with 
an increasing number of small 
cars finding favour with cash and 
space-conscious buyers, getting 
ahead of the game once again was 
the priority. 

With the new family “look” now 
firmly established with the latest 
Fiesta, it was entirely predictable 
that Ford’s smallest offering would 
share the same edgy, racy and 
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Fords city 
car evolves 
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contemporary design. This second 
generation Ka’s rakish and 
upright stance positions it above 
the generic soap-bar shapes of its 
closest rivals. 

The same is true inside the Ka, 
with the overall ambience one 
that’s a million miles away from 
the initially cheap and cheerful 
interior of the original. Second 
time around and it’s a lot more 
glamorous - plush upholstery has 
been combined with high grade 
plastics to create cabin that’s more 
closely aligned with the Mondeo 
and Focus than some bargain 
basement runabout. 

And it’s fair to say that it all 
works rather well. The 
combination of plush interior, 
sensibly placed switchgear and 
clear instruments all add 
considerable value to the 
ownership experience. The claim 


that you can get two adults in the 
back - this Ka remains a three- 
door hatch - is largely a genuine 
one and the car’s sloping roof 
doesn’t unduly impact on 
headroom. Further back you’ve got 
a decent sized boot for a car of this 
size, while the rear seats either 
fold as a bench or split and fold 
depending on the model selected. 

The revisions continue under 
the Ka’s bonnet, with a new petrol- 
diesel pairing making an 
appearance in 1.2 and 1.3-litre 
guise respectively. Both come with 
a five-speed manual gearbox as 
standard, with the shift lever 
mounted high up on the fascia for 
added convenience. 

Historically city cars have been 
associated with small capacity 
petrol units, and the Ka’s 67bhp 
motor proves more than adequate. 
Its smooth and quiet character 
makes it ideal for urban motoring, 
while its economy and C02 
credentials should endear it to 
both private and company drivers. 

Overall the driving experience is 
an enjoyable one, with Ford 
demonstrating that despite the 
car’s grown-up and more refined 
character it’s still possible to have 
some fun when behind the wheel.

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Huff hoping 
to Cruse in 

IT may not look much different to its 
predecessor but the new Chevrolet Cruse is 
the car Rob Huff hopes will power him to the 
World Touring Car Championship in 2009. 
Faster cornering speeds and a new 
aerodynamic design are just some of the 
improvements Red Lodge-based Huff 
believes will give him an edge over his rivals. 
The Cruse replaces the successful Lacetti 
model that won 14 races between 2005 
and this year. And after just a few days of 
testing, the signs are already encouraging. 
“We’ve been doing a fair bit of testing with 
the car and, so far it’s looking good,” said 
Huff, 28. “It will take some time to get it up 
to the speed we need it to be at next year, 
so it’s a case of doing as much with it as 
possible. 

“The car is much bigger than the Lacetti 
and more stable. In fact, the only thing 
that’s the same is the engine, so it’s a big 
learning curve for us.” 

In what is sure to be a busy winter, Huff 
and Chevrolet team-mates Alain Menu 
and Nicola Larini will spend the next few 
weeks familiarising themselves with the 
car, which has a top speed of 160mph 
and 270bhp, in preparation for the season 
opener in Curitiba, Brazil, in March. Huff 
put the car through its paces in Estoril a 
fortnight ago, but will be returning behind 
the wheel later this month. 

“Testing has been successful so far, but 
there are still one or two areas to work on. 
“But if we can start the season with the 
pace we finished with the Lacetti, that 
would be great. We’re not far off that goal 
and I think we can be quietly confident of 
having a good car for next year.” 

Huff was the top Chevrolet driver in 2008, 
finishing third overall behind 
championship winner Yvan Muller and 
Gabriele Tarquini.
